Washington, March 8.—The plans for 
the three big battleships authorised by 
the naval appropriation bill just {mused 
are being worked out.

The battleships will be 1,000 tons larger 
than the Manic aud Missouri class, of a 
total displacement of 13,500 tons, mak­ 
ing them by far the largest ships in the 
American navy and about equal In di­ 
mensions to the best type of battleships 
now being constructed abroad nuder the 
new practice.

ENEMY WAS ROUTED 


Insurgents Attempt to Cut Off 
the Garrison at the 
Waterworks. 
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Washington, March 8,—The Chinese 
minister, Wa Ting Fang, expressed him 
self as highly gratified at the definite 
determination of the United States to 
keep hands off of China and to resist the 
intimations of ether powers that the 
time is ripe for this country to take for 
itself a part of the coast line of China, 
as made known by an authorised state 
men! given one Monday. 
“I am sure the Chinese government 
and people will not fail to observe this 
strong evidence of good will,” said Mr. 
Wa yesterday. 
“ It is not only another 
bood between the two countries, but it 
has a special Significance just now. 
While the old world powers seem moved 
by rapacity tho United States takes that 
{Kaunon of equity, justice and humanity 
which has character!red her dealing* 
with other international questions of 
late, aad, instead of joining in encroach­ 
ments on China, assumes an attitude of 
strict neutrality.” 
The minister had a long conference 
with Secretary Hay as to the situation 
In China 
While he will not discus# 
the conf ore nee, he undoubtedly learned 
in an official way, what was made 
known to the public later in the day 
and communicated the information to 
Pekin. 
It Is expected that the position 
of the United States in refusing to seize 
any territory will have an important in­ 
fluence on affairs in China, strenghen- 
ing the hands of those in authority. 
Speaking af Italy's act im rn seeking 
an “open door” on the Chinese coast br 
the acquisition of San Man lay, Mr. 
Wa says he was much surprised at this 
anova, as Italy has prarclo&ily no trade 
with China 
He said that he never has 
seen more than two or three Italians in 
China there are no Italian commercial 
houses that he recalls and no Italian 
colonies. 
Under such circumstances the minis­ 
ter is inclined to believe Italy would not 
have acted until some of the other pow­ 
ers had been sounded. 
What China 
will do as to accepting or rejecting the 
Italian claims, Mr. Wa has not been ad­ 
vised officially.

The same stage ar point* above on 
previous year* have caused a great deal 
more water than the figure# above 
given, but the cold weather is to be 
reckoned with and may hold back the 
flood. 
The Ohio is out of its bank* 
from Cincinnati to Paducah and is 
steadily rising, and so are the Wabash. 
Cumberland and Tennessee. 
The river 
here will remain nearly stationary few a 
day or two until the big rise reported at 
Cine ai rial I reaches here. The indica­ 
tions for warm wcater with rain will be 
sure to give some more water and much 
damage is anticipated.

The funeral occurred today,

President Stevenson arrived from New 
Mexico Saturday night in time to be 
recognised by his dying mother.

Rev. B. Y. Logan Said to Have Mar­ 
ried Three Women. 
Port Worth, Tex., March 8.—A letter; 
has just been received here from An­ 
tonito, Colo., stating that Rev. R. Y. 
Logan, now in jail here charged with 
bigamy, having two wives, also had a 
wife there. 
Logan, while in Colorado, 
was section foreman for the Denver aud 
Rio Grande, where his career was 
checkered.

Shock of 2,000 Volta. 
New York, March 8.—Joseph Hampel, 
en employe of tho Lexington avenue 
cable powerhouse, while working at his 
switchboard, received and survived an 
electric shock of about 2,000 volts. 
The 
man’s body was burned black from head 
to foot, every stitch of clothing was torn 
from him and he fell senseless through 
a hole instantaneously burned in the 
floor by the terrific electrical power. The 
doctors who attended him say there ii 
no case on record of a man withstanding 
a similar shock. 


But When Americans Advanced the 
Rebels Dragged Bines From Behind 
Their Backs and Fired on Them. 
Li-f of K ill'd and Wounded—Pro­ 
tection to Foreigners. 


Manila, March 8.—A detachment of 
General Hale’s and General Wheaton's 
brigades was engaged for two hours yes­ 
terday clearing the country in front of 
their lines on both sides of the river, 
the enemy concentrating with the ap­ 
parent purpose of catting off the garri­ 
son at the waterworks. 
The rebels 
bolted at the first sign of the advance, 
but they separated into small bodies 
whenever the covert afford'd oppor­ 
tunities and kept up a running fire. 
By 
a series of rapid advances, followed by 
flank movements, the enemy was com­ 
pletely routed as far out as Guadeloupe 
on the right, and almost to Mariquiua 
on the left. 
The enemy is still in front of General 
Wheaton’s line. Near San Pedro Me­ 
can they have been actively attempting 
to make the positions of the Sixth artil­ 
lery on the hills untenable, their sharp- 
-hoQtcrs keeping up a constant fire fiji 
lay. 
Privet** Live joy, Company C, Wash­ 
ington volunteers, was killed by a stray 
bullet. 
Major Bell, Seventh United 
Slate* cavairv, Private Young, Com- 
J any M, Twentieth infantry. Private 
Curran, dom any II, Twentieth infan­ 
try, Captain O’Brien, Company F, First 
Wyoming volunteer* and Private Sparks, 
Company I, F.rst Wyoming volunteers, 
were wounded. 
The enemy in front of General Oven- 
skim* s line 
truce, but 
Kookier, with two men. advanced to I 
meet it. 
Later they again showed a ■ 
white flag, and a general, with two offi­ 
cer* and an interpreter, advanced. When i 
the Americans w ere within about 300; 
yards of the rebel party, the latter 
dragged rifles from behind their backs 
and opened fire upon them, but fortu­ 
nately without effect. Haw throne's bat­ 
tery fired two shells, killing several of 
the enemy. 
In accordance with instructions to the 
land and naval force# a general order 
has been issued directing the United 
States troops to give particular attention 
to the specific duty of furnishing full 
protection to the lives and property of 
all German, Austrian, Dutch, Italian 
and Portuguese residents, and, with the 
oo-o pc rat ion of the resident German 
oonsul, to give aid and assistance wher­ 
ever necessary.

Milwaukee, March 8.—A gas explo­ 
sion last night in the office of Baumann 
Bros., commission merchants in the 
Mitchell building, was so violent as to 
shake the big structure to its founda­ 
tion. 
Instruments of the weather bu­ 
reau, which is located in the building, 
were 
rendered 
temporarily 
useless. 
Charles Baumann was seriously injured. 
The explosion was caused by Mr. Bau­ 
mann striking a match to light the gas 
which had been escaping. 


Street R ailw ay B ill Signed. 
Springfield, Ills., March 8.—Governor 
Tanner signed the Ailing street railway 
bill yesterday. 
The Ailing bill repeals 
the Allen law passed two years ago, 
which provided for 50-year franchise ex­ 
tensions and rc-enacte the old horse and 
dummy act, with amendment making 
it applicable to electric or cable roads. 
Under the Ailing bill no franchise or 
extension for more than 20 years can be 
granted.

Chicago, March 8.—Edward 
Dohl- 
helmet was arrested yesterday charged 
with using the United States mails for 
fraudulent purpose. 
His scheme was to 
advertise offering spools of choice silk 
thread at a bargain.

have sent. only a yard of silk which ho 
called a sample and asked for a continu­ 
ance of the customer’s trade. 


STR,KE IN A LASKA 


Construction of a Railroad Inter­ 
rupted by a Reduction of Wages. 
Victoria, B. 0., March S.—Word comes 
from Skagway, Alaska, that 700 of the 
1,400 laborer* employed on the construc­ 
tion of the White Pass Yukon road are 
on a j-trike as a result of a reduction in 
wages from 85 to SO cents aa hour aud 
au increase of work to IO hours a day. 
After the men struck all others were 
laid off for a few days. 
The men are 
coming to Skagway aud are orderly. No 
violence is anticipated. A refugee camp 
will be formed for them here, as there 
are but few hotel accommodations. 
All 
the men seem to have money. 


To Inspect Safety Devices. 
Loudon, March 8.—Hie British Rail 
way association has arranged to send 
five prominent railway officials to the 
United States to investigate the facte 
upon which the government bases the 
tell compelling the adoption of auto­ 
matic couplings — a measure 
which 
would give the board of trade power, 
five years from its adoption, to compel 
British railroads to supply the whole of 
their rolling stock with this device at 
an estimated cost of £10,000,000.

Riotous Conduct of Immune* Arter 
Being M uttered Out. 
Chattanooga, Tenn., March 8.—The 
Eighth United Stat*-# immunes (colored) 
commanded by Colonel Huggins, was 
musts red out of the service yesterday. 
About 500 of the discharged men, many 
of whom w re under the influence of 
liquor, went home by tho Nashville, 
Chattanooga aud St. Louis road and as 
they were h aving the (airs in the city a 
number of the men, who had in some 
way secured revolvers, began to dis­ 
charge them in the air and into sheds 
and vacant houses. 
A drunken sergeant 
standing on the rear platform fired di­ 
rectly at W. W. Harkins, ear inspector 
of the Nashville road, the bullet strik­ 
ing him in the right leg and inflicting a 
very painful though not serious wound. 
This was the signal for a general fusi- 
lade auld several hundred shots were 
fired. 
Andrew Ledford, a countryman, 
who was 
anding near the track, was 
shot in flu- face aud seriously wounded. 
An eff< »rt will be made to secure the ar­ 
rest of the riotous soldiers.
